« Tet all things be done decently, and in order,” said Paul to 
the Corinthians, when admonishing that people how to conduct 
themselves in their churches. in the hours of devotion. ‘The ad- 
monition of the Apostle wasseasonable in that day, or it would not 
have been given; for Paul saw with the eye of vigilance, and the 
solicitude of a saint for the welfare of Zion, every thing that was 
wanting in moral deportment, in doctrine or discipline. Has the 
time arrived when the admonition is no longer necessary, or when it 
will be fruitless to remind Christians, that such was the exhortation 
of one of the most zealous and illustrious founders of their faith? 
By the bye, it may be proper to mention here, that in the days of 
Paul, a practice prevailed of conferring, or debating, in the 
churches ; that the speaking was not confined to a single teacher or 
pastor, every person in communion being at liberty to exhort or to 
advise, both in the spiritual and temporal concerns of the Redeem- 
er’s kingdom; and it was in relation to these pious conferences, or 
discussions, that the admonition, above quoted, was thought season- 
able and appropriate by the saint and the sage of ‘Tarsus. There 
is no such practice in modern churches, the abuse or perversion o! 
which might call for the same admonition. But thereare practices, 
not sanctioned by the formalities of modern refinement, nor the 
spirit of piety dictated by the gospel, and which, if the Apostle 
were now among us, he would undoubtedly condemn with the 
mildness of admonition, if not the severity of reproof. 


« Del all things be done decenily, and in order.” 

Decency and order, indeed, are two of the most beautiful, if not 
the most essertial piilars.of the Christian system; they adorn if 
they do not wholly sustain the fabric ;, and: the infidel who: would 
wish to impair the strength, of deface the beauty of the edifice, 


sain 





must commence his attack upon these, as well as other and more 
important props of the holy structure. 

But is it decent and ordcrly, to go to church, through negligence 
in preparation, or gross indifference, so late as to disturb the con- 
gregation in the midst of a devotional exercise ? 

Is it decent and orderly to go to Church, as you would go foa 
Theatre, to witness an exhibition, to see and be seen, without the 
least spark of devotional fervour and zeal ? 

Is it decent andorderly to smile, leer, langhy wink, or whisper 
in church ? 2 

Is it decent and orderly to sleep in church, instead of attending 
to the exhortations of the preacher? And may not those who 86 
sleep, finally wake up, where the surrounding objects and atmos- 
phere are far from being so pleasant and agreeable as those of the 
banks of the Iiudson, or the lawns, the hills, and the vallies, in her 
vicinity. 

Ks it decent and orderly to hurry out of church, at the close of 
service, while the last aspirations of an orison or a benediction aré 
trembling on the lips of the preacher, as though you were tired of 
the place, and eager to fly from the sanctnary of your Creator ? 


Are any or all of these things decent and orderly? Andis there 
no cause to complain of their prevalence ? 


There is cause, and too much cause, indeed, to complain, that 
not only these, but other reprehensible practices have taken too 
deep root among us, ard bid fair to start into rank and luxuriant 
growth, spreading their contagious poison in the moral atmosphere, 
and threatening the fairest forms and the purest principles of vir- 
tue and piety with their destructive ravages. 


These things ought not tobe; they are baneful to the cause of 
religion ; they are wounding to the feelings of its pious and faithfal 
professors; they are insu:t ng to the majesty of the Divine Being, 
whose temples and presence they profane, and whose dread dis- 
pleasure, if persisted in, they cannot fail to provoe. But many, 
pethaps all, or by far the greater part, of those who indulge in these 
practices, so much at war with true piety, are not influenced by 
any vicious or impious motive. The Visitanr well knows that 
they are not. But some have unfortunately contracted a vsreless- 
ness, the result rather of want of reflection, than of a total desiitu- 
‘ion of pious sentiments, or reverence for Deity and his ordinances. 
Others are young, and have not, perheps, been taught by their pa- 





rents or guardians, how sacred a place is a temple of the Etergal Je- 
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hovah, how solemn are the ceremonies to which it is dedicated, and 
with wh&t "decent, dignified and reverential demeanour they ought 
to be performed. ‘lo such young, untaught and heedless worship- 
pers, we beg leave to recommend most seriously the admonition of 
the Apostie. Let them make it the subject of their thoughts this 
evening. Let them, when they have laid their heads upon their 
pillows, meditate upon it: And let them, in their morning orisons, 
implore their Heavenly Father to endue them with the disposition 
and ability to bear it in mind, whenever they approach his holy 
altar; that by remembering Him in the days of their yours, they 
may obtain his remembrance of them, avhen age or disease, or both, 
shall consign them to the silent tomb, and his mercy shall be want- 
ing to save them from the grasp of the arch-deceiver, and to elevate 
them to the glorious height, from whence that fallen apostate was 
hurled by Divine Justice, to rise no more ! 

To those who are advanced in life, and who indulge in any of the 
practices, whose prevalence has called forth these reflections, we 
shalj content ourselves with remarking, that grey hairs, with wis 
dom, are an ornament to their declining possessor; but that the 
folly of meridian life, or of old age, is the most disgusting of folly ; 
and that he who has not at fifty chastened the levity of youth, and 
learned to reverence his Maker, can hardly expect to be wiser at 
seventy, should he reach that prescribed lunit of human existence. 
The case of such a one, is so hopeless, that’ despair would seem 
to be the only refuge, were it not that the goodness and mercy of 
our Creator, are as infinite as his wisdom and justice. 

But if the levity, folly and wickedness of old age, be so disgust- 

ing, how much to be admired are dignity, wisdom and virtue, in 
him who is declining into the vale of years, and calmly contem- 
plating the grave merely as the dark, transient passage to heavenly 
light, and peace, and joy eternal! Oh! how beautiful are the 
hoary locks of a vencralie disciple of Jesus, when in the temple of 
his Divine Master, they appear as shining lights to the wayward! 
admonishing youth to remember their Creator, and middle age to 
reflect, how honourable are grey hairs, when accompanied by wis- 
dom and holiness. With what reverential feelings do we perceive 
a good old man, advancing to his wonted station m the temple of his 
God! With what indescribable emotieus do we behold the fair 
hand of filial picty extended to introduce him te his seat in that 
sanctuary ! And when his venerable and hoary head has fallen upon 
his hands, in the humble attitude of devotion, we cannot but ima- 
gine the Father of mercies smiling from his throne of light and of 
love, upon the faithful devotee, who is soon to be received into 
his bosom, anc: who seems ready, every moment, to exclaim, with 
good old Simeon, his prototype in piety—Lord, now letlest thou 
thy servant depart in jcace, stnce mine eyes have seen thy sal- 
vation ! V,

To the Editor of the Cunistian Visitant 
Sir, 

if you consider the following reflections as adapted to direct the at- 
tention of the ambassadors of Jesus to the heathen at home, avd thus 
to promote the welfare of pereshing sinners, you have liberty to make 
them public through the medium of your Christian, which is always 
to me a welcome, Visitant. 

On the afternoon of Thursday the 14th inst. I went out through my 
congregation partly to visit the sick, and partly to visit in a minis- 
terial capacity. In riding along to periorm this part of parochial duty 
i noticed a house o¢cupied by a family which lives from year to year 
in the utter neglect of religion and its ordinances, and upon which I 
had never felt constrained to call merely because it was not included 
within the pale of my particular Society. _ Ip passing along I was led 
to reflect on the heathen for whose saivation we are expressing such 
deep solicitude ; 1 was led to calculate in my own mind the immense 
sums of money which are yearly expended for translating the scrip 
tures into their languages, lor distributing them in their borders, and 
for sending missionaries to make known to them the way of salyatic: 
By a train of reflections 1 was led to contemplate the toil which is 
undergone, the perils which are encountered, the almost impassibie 
forests which are traversed, and the unfathomable oceans which ar 
navigated, to convey to distant nations the messages of peace: and 
yet here are heathen residing in my own town, and living wader my 
own eye, heathen whom Lam frequently passing and repassing with- 
out an attempt to promote their salvation; amidst these reflections I 
felt both admonished and humbled, and reselved that after having 
visited my own parishoner, I would call on that (emily. Agreeably 
to this resolution in returning I rode up to the door, and providentially 
found the Husband and bis wife sitling in the house; after entering 
and enquiring for their welfare, the man replied that he “ was often in- 
disposed and unable to work ;” having enquired whether he could 
read he answered “he could, and had a bible and testament in his 
house.” Lasked whether he believed that he was asinner? He frankly 
answered, “he was;” | asked him where he thought ithe wicked 
would be sent at death? and he replied, “toa place of torment.” | 
adverted to his bodily frailty and enquired whether he did not consi- 
der this as a proofof the uncertainty of life and a loud warning to pre- 
pare for death? he replied “ that it certainly was.” Having heard his 
little daughter read a few verses in the testament, I rose to withdraw, 
when he requesied me with apparently great earnestness to pray with 
them. When this service was performed he desired me to visit them 
again, and promised to attend the word preached on Sabbeth. 1 re- 
tired from the house with deep regret for past omissions of duty, and 
secretly resolved as my master might afford opportunity to visit every 
careless family in the town. 

These reflections which ministered severe reproof to my own soul. 
by being offered to the public, may perhaps have some effect on the 
hearts and conduet of fellow labourers in the Lord’s vineyard. Are 
there not innumerable families in country parishes and villages, and 
cities residing in the vicinity of the church, and within the daily ob- 
servation of the minis'ers of Jesus, who live as utterly destitute even of 
the form of religion as the Hindoos or the Hottentots? Do we look 
with a piteous eye on the nations which are perishing without vision ? 
Are we holding occasional meetings to offer our united supplications 
for the outpouring of the spirit upon them ? Are we presenting our of. 
ferings to send them the various means of salvation? And yet shall we 
have no compassion for heathen who are perishing among ourselves 7 
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Is there ne prayer to be offered up with them and for them that their 
souls may be saved ? Shail we inake no exertions for promoting this 
benevolent work by giving eateehisms to their children, by otlering 
them bibles when they are destitute ; by showing them that they can- 
not escape in neglecting the great salvation; by exhorting them to 
search the scriptures, to attend the ordinances of the sanctuary, and 
make their peace with God, before the day pass as the chaff, and the 
Lord’s anger come upon them ? Is the condition of a sinner fess pitia- 
ble because he is more accessible ? Shall we ‘“ compass sea and laud” 
for the conversion of some, and not submit to the trouble of entering 
the door of others who live in our vicinity ? Surely while the former 
duty is done the latter ought not to be Jeft undone. Lam ready to 
avow to the world, that | feel chargeable with glaring inconsistancy 
in this respect. I have travelled miles to attend meetings of mission 
ary Societies. I have travelled many* hundreds of miles to instruct, 
and alarm, and expostulate with the destitute in the frontier settle- 
ments ; | have not refused to throw my mite into the treasury for con- 
veying the lamp of truth to the benighted and wretched heathen, and 
yet again and again | have rode past the door of heathen at home, with- 
out solemnly and affectionately warning them “ to flee from the wrath 
to come.” Perhaps f am not alone chargeable with this inexcusable 
omission, and others may therefore be roused to the discharge of a ne- 
glected duty, by reading this word of exhortation trom a 
September 15, 1815.
